Of Foreign Reserves

WASHINGTON. Feb. 16—A warn­ 
ing that the nation’s future may 
depend on development of foreign 
oil reserves was sounded by the 
Truman committee today in call­ 
ing for immediate congressional 
formulation of "a positive, vigor­ 
ous American policy” on petroleum 
Asserting that the war Is depict 
ing domestic jeserves. the commit 
tee urged that the nation's Allies 
particularly Great Britain, be asked 
to transfer to the United States 
" i compensating volume of proven 
reserve* outside this country.” 
!"However ” it continued, ‘‘even 
niore Important Is an agreement 
With our Allies on the equitable 
allocation of world reserves of 
petroleum which will be discov­ 
ered and proven in the future, plus 
tie formulation of a positive, vig­ 
orous

on

Whole subject.” 
Have Enough To Win War 
.The committee said the current 
depletion of petroleum resources 
‘‘does not present the possibility 
of an immediate catastrophe, be­ 
cause fortunately we have, beyond 
doubt, sufficient petroleum to win 
tils war.” 
, It made awhile a letter from In­ 
terior Secretary Ickes asserting 
that reserves In this country "have 
a relatively short life expectancy 
of 14 year*.” however, which it 
said indicates the Importance of 
assuring access to petroleum re­ 
sources in the eastern hemisphere. 
While Ickes said American inter­ 
ests are supplying a disproportion­ 
ate share in oil, including 95 per- 
ciwt of the aviation gasoline, he 
added the British are “producing 
abd refining all that they can, sub­ 
ject only to the physical limita­ 
tions of available facilities.’’

U.S. Ownership Left Open 
I While asserting that government, 
ownership of foreign oil reserves 
it out of the question on the 
ground that “lf there had been no 
Incentive for private initiative, our 
concessor8 at Bahrein Island and 
ii Saudi Arabia never would have 
been obtained,” and that It would 
lirolvo "a radical change In our 
economic system,” the committee

partial government owner­ 
ship cannot be ruled out. 
' Although partial ownership also 
Blight dlecourage private Initiative 
and Impose the possibility of po­ 
litical Influences, the report assert­ 
ed, obtaining oil resources Is so 
vital and the regulation of foreign 
fields ss difficult, that "govem­ 
it eat participation in ownership 
may peed to be given serious con­ 
sideration."

New York Times that one of the reasons for

* a noticeable diminu tion of tolerance among lead- 
I ers In all branches of the national gov ernraent,” 
: asserts Mr. Hu ston. “The lev els of controv ersy 
hav e been lowered. More man hav e come to 
• power who lik e to fight with brais k nu ck lea 
' rather than boxing glov es.”

Mr. Hu ston might hav e added that this Is one 
I of the things that seem to go with the power 
; politics Washington has been playing du ring 
the last decade. It has been an era In which no 
q u arter was ask ed becau se it wai obv iou s that 
none wou ld be giv en. It was safe to assu me In 
ev ery case that the last drop of partisan ad­ 
v antage wou ld be wru ng ou t of ev ery oppor­ 
tu nity. 
The whole thing was su mmed u p neatly at 
one time by a slogan attribu ted to Thomas G. 
Corcoran, one of the eager you ng men who came 
to power In the Roosev elt administration: “Hit 
'em In the Ju gu lar.” 
To all the ev ils of the national gov ernraent— 
Itg bnreaueratie clumsineai, Its ev er-present ten­ 
dency toward corruption and its preoccupation 
with lie own perpetuity — wae added « new ev il: 
Cy nical ex ploitation of all tha anlmoiitles, slu m­ 
bering or awake, of the pe<n>Ie became the first 
order of political itrategy . 
The reeult li not confined to Mr. Hu ston's 
lowered lev eli of controv ersy In Washington;

air eorpa waa preparing to mak e the dlacov ery 
that In eq u ipment and training It was u nprepared 
to carry ou t a presidential order to fly United 
States mall, after the cancellation of air mall 
contracta. 
By hindsight, the tragedy which followed re­ 
v ealed to the gov ernment and to the people 
that the air arm of the nation’s fighting forces 
bad not been dev eloped su fficiently to gu aran­ 
tee national secu rity. The implications of the ex­ 
perience were not grasped 
q u ick ly; 
the Im­ 
mediate effect was confined to castigation of 
the gov ernmen tfor a decision which was not 
then and nev er cou ld be aatlsfactortly explained. 
Bu t It did giv e array airmen the proof they need­ 
ed that cou rage alone waa no su bstitu te for 
eq u ipment and highly specialized training. 
When It is considered today that tens of 
thou sands of v astly Improv ed planes are flown 
daily u nder conditions not mu ch better than 
those which scandalized the cou ntry In 1934 with 
an epidemic of fatal accidents, national progress 
In av iation becomes measu rable against a start­ 
ing point. 
Since 1934. the United States has climbed from 
a position in military av iation well down in the 
list to the world’s foremost aerial power.

he sooner the new frontiers of 
Germany are fixed, the better. 
The sooner we k now how we mean 
to demilitarize Germany, the more 
effectiv e will be ou r measu res when 
we enter Germany. 
The sooner we k now how long we 
mean to occu py Germany, the more 
definitely we shall k now wliat to 
do and what not to do while wc 
are occu pying Ger?nany.

William Allen White Deserves Sp ot 


In Hall Of Fame Not As A Sup erior 


Ed itor But As A Great Author

u sed to phrase the end of Hie’s story. They 
were Raymond Clapper, the colu mnist, k illed in 
an air accident in the war zone in the Sou th 
Pacific, and William Allen White, who died in 
his own Emporia, the town that become synony­ 
mou s w'iih his name. 
I did not k now Clapper, bu t I had the most 
profou nd respect an<I admiration for big work . 
He was one of Uie Hou ndest of the colu mn 
writers. He went away from the Su nflow'er state 
to win his fame. While remainfni there to become 
a world figu re. American jou rnalism has su f- 
tcred a great loss in the passing of these two. 
I met White many time» , once in Coblentz 
on the Rhine du ring ihe American occu pation 
after World war I. 1 ihink he was representing 
the Red Cioes. He had his you ng son, Bill, with 
him. Bill is now a famou s jou rnalist In his own 
right and his father’s su ccessor, bu t I generally 
encou ntered the elder While arou nd political con­ 
v entions. which he seemed lo enjoy. He k new 
politics lik e you k now the back of you r hand.

e WAS perhaps the most su ccessfu l “cou ntry 
editor ’ In the United State» , giv ing him the 
sthiu s he lik ed to claim, thou gh a daily news­ 
paper in a thriv ing city lik e Emporia seems to 
me to tak e the “cou ntry” ou t of the editor.

Internafinnal experience and standing, I k now 
a lot of editors with better pu blishing plants 
than the av erage metropolitan daily and who 
are as mu ch at home on the Strand as they are 
on Main street, who lik e to call tlieniselv es 
“cou ntry editors”. 
I often hav e marv elled that when the name 
of William Alltn Wliltc wa.i mentioned it was 
nearly always as a newspaperman, nev er as a 
literary figu re.

The whole thing was summed up neatly at

To all the evils of the national governm ent— 
its bureaucratic clumsiness, its ever-present ten­ 
dency toward corruption and Its preoccupation 
with its own perpetuity— wee added a new evil: 
Cynical exploitation of all the animosities, slum­ 
bering or awake, of the people became the first 
order of political strategy. 
The rem it Is not confined to Mr. Huston’s 
lowsrsd levels of controversy In Washington; 
it ie merely typical of an attitude of political 
ruthlessness the United Statee will regret for 
many years to come.

N applying the principle of un­ 
conditional 
surrender

and the Japanese—the critical ques­ 
tion is whether we can and should 
lay down now the term s of peace 
or w hether we m ust walt and see 
w hat 
happens 
after 
they 
have 
been defeated, disarmed and their 
rulers overthrown. 
E ither way the surrender would 
be unconditional in th at the Allies 
alone would decide the term s of 
peace. 
W hat the formula excludes is an 
arm istice arrived at by negotiating 
with the enemy about the term s 
he will accept. 
It 
does 
not, 
and 
could 
not, 
exclude negotiations among the Al­ 
lies 
about 
the 
term s 
they 
will 
offer aud will impose. 
The real issue, then, Is: 8hall we 
agree upon and announce our term s 
now before the war has been won? 
Or shall we postpone o u r,decision 
until we have occupied the enemy 
countries? 
T here are very great reasons for 
m aking 
the 
decisions 
now 
and 
there are also great, though not in­ 
superable, difficulties. 
Confining ourselves for the time 
being to Germany, we may say that 
the case for deciding now is first 
of all th at a clear understanding of 
the kind of peace we eventually 
m ean to m ake with the G erm ans 
would clarify the problem of the 
arm istice and of the occupation. 
T 
H E sooner the new frontiers of 
G erm any a re fixed, the better. 
The sooner we know how we mean 
to dem ilitarize Germany, the more 
effective will ho our m easures when 
we en ter Germany. 
The sooner we know how long we 
mean to occupy Germany, the more 
definitely we shall know what to 
do and w hat not to do while we 
are occupying Germany. 
The sooner we know how the 
Germans are to be allowed to earn 
their living, the more clearly we 
shall see w hat to do about prepara­ 
tions 
and 
about 
the control 
of 
their production, their Imports and 
their exports. 
It is evident too that if we could 
fix definite term s now they would, 
however severe, give the Germans 
who will survive and eventually 
replace the Nazis and Pan-Germans 
an objective to work toward. 
T here can he no doubt that the 
terror of the unknown is more ter­ 
rifying than the severest definite 
term s which the Allies Could and 
would impose. 
There is no doubt that what 
binds together the Germans who 
are doomed men with the Germans 
who w ill survive and have a chance 
to start life over again Is precisely 
this terror of the unknown. In the 
absence of definite term s no Ger­ 
man knows whether he is doomed 
or will survive. 
W 
HY, then, since there are such 
obvious advantages to be had 
from it, have the A llies not yet 
reached a definite understanding? 
It is not because they have not 
been thinking about it but because, 
so it seem s to me. the German 
question is insoluble until a num­ 
ber of other questions have been 
solved first. 
W hat are these questions? They 
have to do with the position and 
the policy and the relationships of 
the non-German world. 
Until there is a settlement around 


Germany, there is no way of reach 
in s conclusions about 
what can 
A d should be done in and with 
Germany. 
For w hatever is done with Ger­ 
many m ust be agreed to, supported 
and in very large degree adm inis­ 
tered, by the immediate neighbors 
of Germany. 
T hey are Norway and Denmark, 
T he 
N etherlands 
and 
Belgium. 
France, Poland, Czechoslovakia and 
Austria. 
T he British, the Russians and 
the Am ericans would, no doubt, be 
the 
ultim ate 
guarantors 
of 
the 
German settlem ent. 
But if we look beyond the mill 
tary occupation, which cannot be 
prolonged 
for 
many 
years 
and 
should 
be an short as 
possible, 
we m ust realize that the term s of 
peace and how they work out in 
practice will depend upon the daily, 
detailed 
relations 
between 
Ger­ 
m any and her Immediate neighbors. 
F 
OR this reason the settlem ent 
with G erm any cannot safely be 
formulated definitely until the poli­ 
tical and economic relations w ith­ 
in western Europe, within eastern 
Europe and 
the relationship 
be­ 
tween the two legions, have been 
agreed upon and consolidated. 
How can the western frontier of 
Germany he fixed unless there is 
a most thorough understanding by 
the Dutch, the Belgians, the French 
and the British? 
How can the eastern frontier of 
Germany he fived unless there is 
a thorough understanding among 
the Poles, the Czechs and the Rus­ 
sians? 
In the absence of such under­ 
standings. Germany cannol be held 
to any terms. 
F o r the unsettlem ent among her 
neighbors will provide the oppor­ 
tunity and the tem ptation to squirm 
and tw ist her way, to intrigue and 
bribe her way, out of the term s 
of poaee. 
In these conditions the Germans 
who will wish to be decent and 
peaceable would have no chance 
against the Nazis and the Pan-Ger­ 
m ans who, though out of power, 
will live on underground. 
T 
H E German democracy of the 
future will have a hard time 
coming to life. It is at best a very 
fragile thing. 
Germ an democracy would have 
no chance unless it is settled and 
rem ains settled beyond all ques­ 
tion that G erm y) Imperialism can­ 
not be revived. 
T his will not necessarily require. 
I believe, th e indefinite occupation 
of Germany. 
B ut it will require a state of 
things In which Germany can be 
policed from a distance for as long 
•a m ay be necessary. 
B ut G ennany will not. and cannot 
be 
policed lf the policemen on 
h er frontiers are all at eixes and 
•evens with each other. 
T h ere are, therefore, the moat 
compelling reasons why the United 
Nations should compose their dif­ 
ferences, organize the security of 
their neighborhoods, agree on how 
they will restore and develop their 
own economic life and how they 
will orient their trade. 
Only then will they be attle to 
know how they can and how they 
should settle with Germany.

have been converted to crops for 
domestic consumption. The local 
vegetable supply has been doubled 
in the last year am* enough food 
grown to maintain the meat supply 
at pre-war levels. 
The problems of housing, sani­ 
tation, garbage disposal, hospital­ 
ization, Juvenile delinquency, crime 
prevention, 
and 
disease 
control 
have been tremendous but most of 
them, according to Mr. Ickes, have 
been completely or nearly whipped. 
Four epidem ics— mumps, whoop­ 
ing cough, poliomyelitis and Influ­ 
enza—w ere brought under control 
without 
reaching 
an 
im portant 
death rate and the constant fight 
against tropical diseases brought 
In by troops moving out of the 
battle areas has held those Illness­ 
es to a minimum.

William Allen White Deserves Spot 


In Hall Of Fame Not As A Superior 


Editor But As A Great Author

new spaperm en 
recently 
handed In "30". as old-timers In our business 
used to phrase the end of life’s story. They 
were Raymond Clapper, the columnist, killed in 
an air accident in the war zone in the South 
Pacific, and William Allen White, who died in 
his owm Emporia, the town th at become synony­ 
mous with his name. 
I did not know Clapper, but I had the m ost 
profound r e s p e c t 'and admiration for his work. 
He was one of 'he soundest of the column 
writers. He went away from the Sunflower state 
to win his fame. White remained there to become 
a world figure. American journalism has suf­ 
fered a great loss in the passing of these two. 
I met White many times, once in Coblentz 
on the Rhine during the American occupation 
after World war I. I think he was representing 
the Red Cross. He had his young son, Bill, with 
him. Bill is now a famous journalist in his own 
right and his father’s successor, but I generally 
encountered the elder W hite around political con­ 
ventions. which he seemed to enjoy. He knew 
politics like you know the back of your hand. 
H 
E WAS perhaps the most successful "country 
editor" in the United States, giving him the 
s ta i us he liked to claim, though a daily news­ 
paper in a thriving city like Emporia seems to 
me to take the "country" out of the editor. 
Even 
if 
you 
wanted 
to 
disregard 
W hite's 
international experience and standing, I know 
a lot of editors with better publishing plants 
than the average metropolitan daily and who 
are as much at home on the Strand as they are 
on 
Main street, 
who like to call 
themselves 
"country editors”. 
I often have marvelled that when the nam e 
of William Allen W hite wa.? mentioned it was 
nearly always as a newspaperman, never as a 
literary 
figure. 
It seems 
scarcely 
known, 
es­ 
pecially among newspapermen of late years, th at 
he was the author of fiction that in my opinion 
places him iii the first rank of American writers. 
His best journalistic efforts 
were 
mediocre 
compared to his short 
s to r ie s and novels. Al­ 
m ost 
all 
newspapermen, 
except 
perhaps 
the 
veriest freshmen, can tell you that W hite wrote a 
great editorial entitled “ W hat’s The M atter With 
Kansas.” But few seem to rem em ber that long 
afterw ard he wrote two fine and popular novel*. 
“ A Certain Rich Man” and “ In The H eart of s 
Fool." 


YI /H IT E could have thrown The Emporia Gazette 
VV away aud made a reputation and a fortune 
as a fiction 
writer years ago. but I suppose 
he was like a lot of other newspaperm en I have 
known, too much of a natural born newspaperm an 
to find excitement and enjoym ent In any thing 
else. Kansas had another literary genius of the 
sam e type in Ed Howe, whose novel "The Story Of 
A Country Tow n” Is an American classic, but 
Howe preferred the new spaper business to litera­ 
ture. 
I 
would 
not 
say W hite 
was 
a 
spectacular 
newspaper 
writer, 
re p o rto rial^ 
or 
editorially, 
outside of occasional vignettes of brilliance. I 
Judge him re p o rto rial^ on his poll'lcal conven­ 
tion stories. Admitting I did not have the op­ 
portunity of following him closely editorially. I 
think I have read all the fiction he aver wrote, 
and I believe his ultim ate fame will rest on that. 
His earliest literary work was a 
series of 
boy stories, now collected under the titles "The 
Court Of Boyville" and "In Our Town”. They 
belong with the boy stories of Stephan Crane and 
Booth 
Tarkingtnn. Good 
boy 
stories 
are 
the 
rarest gems in fiction. W hite also wrote quite a 
bit of heavy stuff which I have not read; "W ood­ 
row W ilson" and "Calvin Coolidge" and Politics 
And The Citizen's Business.’’ Then there were 
“Maske In A Pageant" and “The Editor And His 
People.’* 
The last I* a volume of his selected editorials. 
I fear few editorials 
bear re re a d in g after a 
lapse of time, but pick up any of his fiction now 
and you will see what I m ean when I tell you 
that William Allen W hite belong* in the hall
